While some sellers 
have advanced prices .slightly a larger 
number' Instead of . 'advancing their 
quotations; have withdrawn entirely 
and .either do not. quote at all or men- 
tion prises ..which cannot yet be con- 
sidered seriously, so that in essence 
they represent a withdrawal from the 
present market. 


When the market suddenly takes a 


new tack' the great question is as to 
the cause, for the c a u s e may 
determine how

will go on the new tack. Th0 cause 
'seems to be the general expecta- 
tion that there will be a suspension 
of operations at the union bituminous 
coal mines when tltc present 
wage

decision of Supreme Court Justice 
Sadler in the case of Mrs. Annie 
Terdisko against W. F. Trimtoie & 
Sons Company./ The decision, which 
has just been received by the Work- 
men's Compensation Board was on an 
appeal from the Allegheny county 
common pleas court. 


The appellant raised the issue of 


whether the 1919 act intended 
the 


compensation period for children to 
start when the widow remarried or at 
the end of the period for which the 
-widow received her commuted 
pay- 


ments. The Justice held that If full 
compensation were granted the chil- 
dren in addition to 40 per cent going 
to the widow it "would subject 
the 


employer to. an additional financial 
burden brought about by no fault of 
nis own." Justice Sadler pointed out 
that "the .language of the amending 
act does not justify the inference that 
such was the purpose." 


The court, explaining that.-the 191? 


amendment was fiesigned to encourage 
remarriage and also to emphasize the 
widow's duty- to her children, held 
that 60 per cent, and not 40 per cent, 
allowance was proper. 


Justice Sadler says it is to be kept 


in mind that the original compensa- 
tion was not for the widow's sole bene- 
fit but Tor the joint support of the 
family, and she had only a fractional 
interest in tae payments, though re- 
ceiving them all. 


"Originally." the decision says, "she 


lost even that portion .when she re- 
married but now is permitted to re- 
tain part for a limited period of time. 
Her care of the children must con- 
tinue as weU, and the monies paid 
must be used also for their mainten- 
ance."

Piles °f worn out cross ties in pro- 


cess of being burned up by repair 
gangs are a fairly familiar sight along 
railroad rights oC way. Every now 
and then someone observing this prac- 
tice writes a letter to tne manage- 
ment of the railroad, of more often 
to a newspaper, protesting against 
what he supposes-to be 
a needless 


waste, and raising the question why 
the railroad, companies do not. allow 
people to take old ties for fuel, or Jind 
some other use for them. The ques- 
tion is not an unnatural one, anrt the 
Pennsylvania railroad management is 
glad to answer it. 


Tn the first place, it is far from true 


that all the old ties are burneii. A 
considerable aumbor are sold to poi- 
sons living near tho right of. way, who 
buy them at nominal prices, usually 
10 to 15 cents apiece, and use tuem 
for fire-wood. 


That is about as far as the railrouri 


company his becu able to .go, thus far, 
in. finding an outlet for worn out tii?ri. 
Such a method of disposal is practi- 
cally only in those cases where :hc 
ties can be delivered at a public cross- 
ing, or other point where they can be 


obtained safely by tile users and where 
the cost of so delivering them is not 
greater than the nominal prices ob- 
tainable.

First 
consideration fcas at all . times and 
everywhere beva given to the safety 
Of the humblest worker, and the same 
is equally true of other operators. 


Employes-have been constantly in- 


structed, drilled and trained ia the 
most approved methods-of

prevention and every device to sale- 
guard life and limb has been installed

practicability has

. demonstrated. Mine officials are not 
permitted, even if they had the inclina- 
tion, to relax their vigilance day or 
night. In tie performance of ail tasks 
in and about tto mines the safest, not 
the quickest or easiest, method is -in- 
sisted upon. The immunity from dis- 
asters which the region has enjoyed 
for over 30 years is the best proof that 
can be offered taat the safety policies 
of the operating companies have boea 
practical and have been applied effl- 
i cientty.

Leaving out of, "consideratlou 
the 


legal aspott o£ the question, £air deal- 
ing alone makes It more or less obli- 
gatory ;u-pon tho city to at least ac-

known fact that tlio Board of, Health 
failed to meet tho situation promptly 
and to that extent imposed a burden 
upon the Y. M. C. A. -which the city 
should have assumed at the "very in- 
ception ot the smallpox quarantine. 
The "Y" had to suspend all its activities 
and business <is a semi-public Institu- 
tion and devoteitsattention exclusively 
to conducting its premises as a hop- 
pita; for the care of persons suffering 
trom a communicable disease. It is 
extremely doubtful if any hotel or 
other establishment for the accommo- 
dation of the public would have stood 
tor such an arrangement, at-least not 
so long as the "Y" did. 


"Whether the city incurred a liability 


.thereby appears to.be-a; Question about 
jwhich there; is duTerersce- of opinion 
which might require a resort to the 
Qpurt4 to settle. But the city should 
not desire to "become a defendant In 
such action because, as it appears to 
the average layman, an obligation restj, 
upon the city by reason ot the failure 
of the Board of Health to earlier re- 
lieve- the "Y" of the Handicap upon its 
operations resulting from the quaran- 
tine. 


It is inconceivable that the city and 


community are without a deep senso 
of gratitude to the Baltimore & Ohio 
.Railroad Company for tbe generous 
manner in which it provided facilities 
for combatting the "Flu" 
epidemic. 


The "Y" building, then paly recently 
acquired by the railroad company, was 
fitted up as a bospital and equipped 
with a staff- of phyficiana and nurses, 
without wilch the. city would have 
been almost helpless 
to meet the 


emergency. It is no exaggeration to 
say that the splendid service 
thus 


made available to the stricken people 
of this section prevented the loss of 
many lives. 


The conditions under 
which 
the 


building waa converted into a "Flu" 
hospital and later made a pest house 
were very much unlike. At tho time 
of the influenza epidemic the building 
had not yet been fitted up for "Y" pur- 
poses. It was not until after 
this 


scourge bad subsided that it was leno- 
vated and remodeled in accordance 
with the purpose for which it was 
originally purchased. It was..operat- 
ing a "Y." and largely for the accom- 
modation of the railroad, company's 
employes, when the discovery .of smail 
pos transformed it into a pest house. 
This deprived the establishment of all 
patronage and revenue and made It 
necessary for the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company to incur heavy ex- 
penses in providing other accommo- 
dations for its employes at tills point. 


That'the bill as rendered is an ac- 


curate measure of the services render- 
ed and damages sustained is .a matter 
about which there may be some dis- 
agreement. 
The railroad company 


Fairly recognized this and has indicat- 
ed a willingness to compromise. The 
disposition" of the City Council, after it 
has been advised as to 
the 
legal 


liability of the city, is to meet the 
company in the same spirit of mutual 
concession. 
That will certainly be 


preferable to a law suit which would 
involve an additional expense for the 
taxpayers to mest. It would have been 
still more desirable, and certainly Jess 
expensive, had the Board OS. Health 
-displayed 
a 
little 
more 
energy, 


acavitj and courage ia haodlin-g the 
situation at the outset.

While our modesty should forbfd us 


appropriating more than our share oC 
the credit due, it is not out of place 
to say that save for the initiative of 
the United States and the firm adher- 
ence of our delegates to a predetor- 
minod program, much less would have 
been accomplished.
